Balled  and  Burlapped 
for  Summer  Planting 

Although  spring  and  fall  are  the  traditional  seasons  to  plant, 
summer  planting  has  gained  great  favor  the  past  few  years.  If  you 
can’t  arrange  to  plant  this  spring,  there  is  no  reason  why  you  should 
delay  planting  until  fall.  It  costs  a  little  more  for  this  extra  care  of  the 
trees  in  digging,  but  the  sooner  you  plant,  the  sooner  you  get  results. 

So  order  your  stock  Balled  and  Burlapped  for  summer  planting, 
and  we  will  dig  it  with  ball  of  earth  around  roots,  so  they  will  not  be 
disturbed ;  this  ball  will  be  well-burlap ped  around  roots,  and  you  can 
plant  on  arrival  in  the  usual  way.  It  is  better  not  to  remove  burlap. 
Simply  cut  in  strips,  lay  back  in  hole,  and  then  fill  in  with  soil  and 
water  well.  For  summer  planting  it  is  quite  necessary  to  use  plenty 
of  water  at  roots.  Below  is  the  additional  cost  of  balling  and  bur- 
lapping  roots  for  summer  planting.

Roses  are  easy  to  grow,  provided  you  begin  with  the  right  kind  of  plants.  They  need 
sunlight,  but  partial  shade  is  all  right.  Any  good  garden  soil  will  produce  good  Roses.  The 
hardy  understock  on  which  Finger  Lakes  Nurseries  Roses  are  budded  does  well  in  both 
heavy  clay  soil  and  light  sandy  loam.  Good  drainage  is  essential.  Dig  holes  deep  and  wide 
enough  to  accommodate  roots  naturally  and  without  crowding.  Do  not  allow  roots  to  dry 
out  during  planting  operations;  always  carry  Rose  plants  in  a  bucket  of  water.  Plant  14 
inches  apart.  Tamp  soil  well  and  hard  around  roots,  to  avoid  air-pockets,  until  hole  is  nearlj' 
filled,  then  use  plenty  of  water.  When  the  water  has  disappeared,  fill  the  hole  to  normal  level. 

Apply  rotted  manure  in  liquid  form  (soak  manure  in  water)  occasionally.  Many  com¬ 
mercial  fertilizers  are  good,  if  applied  according  to  directions.  Roses  like  water.  Use  plenty 
of  water  at  roots.  Cultivate  frequently 

so  soil  will  not  “crust”  and  air  will  reach  ' 

roots.  Keep  jmur  plants  free  of  pests  and 
insects  with  J.  O.  Spray,  which  we  sell 
at  25  cts.  per  box.  Full  directions  on  box.
